The general 
methods used in 

slow cooking 
and need both 

moisture and a low temperature to 
make them most digestable and 
palatable. 

Pot roasts, stews, and all similar 
dishes are the ideal selections for 
tougher meats if the meat is to be 
left whole or in fairly large pieces. 
If the meat is ground, it may, of 
course, be cooked as a more ten¬ 
der cut. 

STUFFED FLANK STEAK 
(Serves 6) 

2 pounds flank steak 
’ 1 clove garlic 

2 tsp. salt 
}/4 tsp. pepper 
2 C. bread stuffing 
4 Tbsp. all-purpose flour 
8 Tbsp. shortening 
2 O. Tomato Juice 
Rub steak with garlic, season. 
Spread favorite stuffing that has 
been well seasoned over steak and 
roll with fiber of meat. Fasten, or 
tie. Roll in 2 Tbsp. flour and 
brown. Add 1 cup of tomato juice, 
cover tightly, and simmer 2 hours. 
When meat is tender, place on 
platter. Mix remaining flour and 
tomato juice, add to skillet, cook 
until thickened. Pour over meat.

(6 Portions)

1 pound ground beef 
1 Tbsp. fat 

1 can condensed tomato soup 
1 C. tomato sauce 
1 C. water 
1 tsp. salt 
54 tsp. black pepper 
1 to 2 tsp. chili powder 
^ C. chopped ripe olives 
^ C. whole-kernel corn 
Brown onion £uid meat in hov 
fat; add remaining ingredients. 
Pour into greased casserole; cover. 
Bake at 325° F. for 1 hour. Spread 
with corn bread topping and bake, 
uncovered, at 425“ F. for 25-30 
minutes more. 

CORN BREAD TOPPING 
C. flour 
1 tsp, salt 

1 tsp. baking powder 
Vl tsp. soda 
*/4 C. cornmeal 
1 C. buttermilk 

1 egg 

2 Tbsp. melted fat 

Sift flour with salt, baking pow¬ 
der and soda. Stir in cornmeal; add 
remaining ingredients, stirring just 
until dry ingredients are damp¬ 
ened. 

FANCY HAMBURGERS 
(4 Portions) 

1 pound ground round 
4 slices nippy cheese 
1 can tomato sauce 
Tabasco sauce 
Liquid smoke 
Garlic salt 
Salt and pepper 
Form meat into 8 thin cakes. On 
four of these place slices of cheese, 
leaving a little meat uncovered at 
edges. Top with remaining meat, 
pinch edges together to enclose 
cheese. Brown lightly on both 
sides in a small amount of fat. 
Season the tomato sauce well, add 
to the meat patties and simmer 
for a few -minutes until sauce is 
sizzling hot. Serve at once. Ladle 
the sauce over the cakes.

A printed notice listing the 
six steps to be taken immedia¬ 
tely in case of atomic attack 
is being published now and 
will be mailed to each Sierra 
Madre household within a few 
days. 

It is being prepared by the 
local Civil Defense Council, as 
reproduced from a bulletin is¬ 
sued by the Federal Atomic De¬ 
fense Commission. 

Mayor William A. Kinney, 
commander of the Sierra Madre 
Civil Defense Council, said the 
notice is being sent residents 
in the hope that it will be con¬ 
spicuously posted on the walls 
of local homes and that each 
member of each family will 
soon have the six instructions 
memorized.

Bonebrake Analyzes Prices, 
Tells Where Meat Money Goes

Percy L. Bonebrake, 180 Santa Anita Court, has prepared a 
breakdown of meat prices to show Sierra Madreans "where their 
money goes.” 

Using Oct. 1, 1950, as his base, Mr. Bonebrake said a packer 
pays the cattleman 529.12 per hundred pounds, or $291.25 for a 
1000-pound fed steer. 

The packer sells 600 pounds 
of dressed beef to the retail 
butcher for 51 cents a lb., or 
$306. He also gets the hide and 
offal, worth perhaps $18, Mr. 

Bonebrake explained. 

Out of this $324, the packer 
pays his running expenses—la¬ 
bor, depreciation of his plant, 
selling expenses, and delivery 
costs. 

Mr. Bonebrake said the retail 
butcher, on the other hand, 
sells 40 pounds of porterhouse 
at $1.19, or $47.60; 50 pounds 
of sirloin at $1.10, or $55; 80 
pounds of round steak at 95 
cents, or $72- 70 pounds of rib 
and rump roast at 89 cents, ap¬ 
proximately $59.30; 100 pounds 
of chuck roast at 68 cents, $68; 

160 pounds of hamburger at 58 
cents, $92.80; and 40 pounds 
of fats at 6 cents a pound, 

$2.40. 

The retail butcher, therefore, 
collects $397.10, out of which
